Subject,— Import of tobacco from U.S.A., under the Aoricultural Com¬ 
modities agreement between the V.S.A., and India under U.S. Title I 
of the Agricultural Trade Development and Assistance Act, of 1954, as 
amended (U.S. P.L, 4B0). 


No. 60-lTC(PN>/68.—Attention of the importers is invited to Ministry of Com¬ 
merce and Industry Public Notice No. 14()-ITC(PN)/60, dated 26th November, 
1960, setting out the general procedure applicable to imports of unmanufactured 
tobacco from U.S.A,, under the Agricultural Commodities Agreement between the 
U.S.A, and India. The procedure outlined in Public Notice No. 140-ITC(PN)/60, 
dated 26th November, 1960, with certain modifications will be applicable to 
imports of unmanufactured tobacco from U.S.A,, against fresh Purchase Authori¬ 
sation No. PA-39-67, dated 11th May, 1962, issued by the U.S. Government. It 
may be noted that the cost for ocean transportation of unmanufactured tobacco 
under this programme will he financed uplo a certain limit against the purchase 
authorisation No. PA-39-67, O.T.. dated 11th May, 1962, which is repro’duced m 
Annexure I-B., to this Public Notice. 


(2) A fresh Purchase Authorisation No. PA-39-67, dated 11th May, 196^ 
(Annexure 1-A) has been issued bv the U.S. Government for approximately 1,250 
Metric tons of unmanufactured tobacco from 1961, or prior crop years for the 
amount $2,900,000. As snecifled in this Purchase Authorisation the conwacUng 
period will be from the 18th May 1962. to SOth November, 1962. and the delivery 
peri^ will be from the IBth May, 1962, to 31st December, 1962. The conditions 
specified in this Purchase Authorisation are reproduced in ^nexure I-A to this 
Public Notice. Similarly, the delivery period as indicated in PA, No 39-^7-Ui, 
dated Uth May, 1962. which ha.s been issued for financmg the ^ccenn tronsporta- 
tion of unmanufactured tobacco wiJl be from Ifilh May, 1^62, to 31st pecemDer, 
1962. The conditions specified in PA-39;67-OT, are reproduced m Annex e- 

I-B, The importers should fully faniiliarise themselves with all the reflations 
and provisions of Purchase Authorisnt on No,s PA-.39-67 and 39-67-OT and 
■hould ensure by informing their .suppliers in the U.S.A.. that none of the gu 
latlons governing the sale of unmanufactured tobacco issued by the U.S. Depart 
raent of Agriculture are violated. 

(3) Against the aforesaid Purchase Authorisations, the ^^the 

will issue import permits (hereinafter referred to as sub-aulhonsationsl in tne 
form reprndu^d in Annexure II. which will he Sovernf by 

produced in Annexure III Any furUirr conditions that may become necessary 
to govern the said imports will be published from time to time, 

(4) Importers will be permitted to purchase tobacco covered by the ab ve 
sub-authorisation from the open market in the U.S>.a. 
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(5) The price must specifically be stated in the contracts entered into by 
importers in India with suppliers in the U.S.A. 

(0) Applications will be entertained for import of unmanufactured tobacoo 
from 1061, or prior crop years from U.S.A., required for cigarette manufacture, 
pipe tobacco and cigar wrapper tobacco from Actual Users only. Such applka- 
tlona shall be made by registered post with acknowledgement due to the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi, In the usual form and manner

(1) Measures to prevent the resale or transhipment to other countries of 
commodities furmshed. 

t2) Assurances that shipments have not resulted in increased availability 
for export from India of these or like commodities; conclusions to 
this eflcct should be supported by statistics and by reference to 
means used to carry out this provision. 

This infoimation should also be repealed to the Disbursing Officer, U.S. Embassy, 
New Delhi in duplicate and the Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of 
Finance, New Delni, (one copy). It will be the sole responsibility of the impor- 
ler and/or his bankers in India to deposit the correct rupee amount into the U.S. 
Title account. The Chiot Controller ot Imports and Exports may please release 
the bank guarantee alter he is satisfied that the amount has been correctly de¬ 
posited in the U.S. account, 

(9) The Importer and/or the bank concerned must furnish to the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi, any information which he may require 
in connection with the import ol umnunulaclured tobacco under the above men¬ 
tioned programme. 

(10) Application form should clearly state the contracting and shipping period 
on the following basis: — 

“Tobacco to be contracted between. 18th May, 1982, to 30th November, 1962, 
(inclusive) for shipment between 18th May, 1962, to 31st December, 
1962, (inclusive)’’. 

(11) No contract entered into before the l&th May, 1962, will be eligible for 
being financed under P. As. No. 39-67, and 39-67-OT. 

(12) Contract must be made on or before 30th November. 1061, at a fixed 
price. Also it should be registered in the office of the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports, New Delhi. 

(13) As regards ocean transportation prior approval of charters and bookings 
must ho obtained from the Director Transportation and Storage Services Divi¬ 
sion Commodity Stabilisation Service, U.S. Department of Agriculture, Washing¬ 
ton'25-DC. P.A. No. 39-67-OT, is issued for ocean freight only and under 
CCC regulation 11‘4 (d)(8 )(ii): “Contracts for ocean transportation shall not 
be eligible for financing by C.C.C. if the supplier of the ocean transportation is 
also the supplier of the commodity, or is an affiliate of such supplier of the com¬ 
modity, unless the supplier of ocean transportation is the owner of the vessel 
named in form 106, or is the operator of such vessel by time charter”. 

(14) As soon as a sub-authorisation is issued, the importer should request his 
bank in India referred to in the sub-authorisation through the Chief Controller 
of Import.s and Exports, New Delhi, to arrange for the issuance Of a letter of 
credit on the "U.S. Bank" referred to in the said sub-authorisation. The “U.S, 
Bank” which has been designated to operate the dollar line of credit for the 
commodity against PA. 39-67 and ocean transportation against PA-39-07 O.T, is 
“First National City Bank of New Yark.” The Chief Controller of Imports and 
Export.s, New Dclfii, will then inform the said U.S, Bank of the names of the 
Importer's Bank in India authorised to open letter of credit against each sub- 
authorisation, indicating at the same time'— 

(i) Purchase Authorisation No. 

(ii) Sub-authorisation number, 

(iii) Amount in dollars etc. 

Cable charges will be recovered from the Importer. Importer’s Bank in India 
will then arrange with the designated U.S. Bank for the establishment of letters 
of credit in favour of the supplicr/carrier concerned within the amount allocated. 

(15) The shipping documents will, as usual, be sent by the U.S. Bank to the 
Importer’s bank in India. Immediately upon receipt of these documents, the 
bank in India should credit into the U.S. Embassy Title Account in the Reserve 
Bank of India, New Delhi, the rupee equivalent of the dollar disbursement 
representing the net f.o.b. commodity coat in the invoice made by the U.S. bank 
under the letters of credit established against the letter of commitment issued 
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by the C.C.C. at the rate of exchange in effect on the date of each dollar dis¬ 
bursement by the U.S, Bank. This rale of exchange will be the dollar ready sell¬ 
ing rate for drafts and TT (delivery within five daysj indicated for that date in 
the U.S. dollar rate lists issued by the State Bank of India, Foreign Department, 
Calcutta, which are circulated to all offices of the bank. Similarly, immediately 
upon receipt from the U.S. designated bunk of notification of reimbursement by 
C.C.C., the bank in India should credit into the U.S. Embassy Title Account in 
the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi, the rupee equivalent of the dollar amount 
representing the ocean transportation (Excluding freight differential, if any) 
reimbursed by C.C.C. against ocean tiansportation purchase authorisation 
No. 39-67 OT assigned to that Bank, at the rate of exchange in effect on the date 
of reimbursement of the dollar amount by the C.C.C. to the U.S. designated Bank. 
This rate of exchange will also be the dollar ready selling rate for drafts and 
TT (delivery within 5 days) indicated for that date in the U.S. dollar rate lists 
issued by the Stale Bank of India, Foreign Department. Calcutta. 

(18) In the event of a complaint by the Importer, the imports should send to 
the Chief Controller of Imporhs & Exports, New Delhi, and the Agricultural 
Attache, U.S. Embassy, New Delhi, a copy each of the impartial controller’s re¬ 
port or arbitrator’s report, if any, and the debit note in respect of the claims for 
damage or deficiency. Claims shall be settled by payment in U.S, dollars, the 
payment being remitted by the suppliers to the concerned bank in India of the 
importer for the account of the importer. This bank is to be named by the 
Importer on his notice of claims. Immediately upon settlement of claim for 
damage and deficiency in quality and weight, the import should notify the Chief 
Ctontrollcr of Imports and Export, New Delhi of the details. It is imperative that 
importers should receive the dollar claims in India and should in no case arrange 
for their being credited to their accounts with the suppliers. 

fl7) The issue of sub-authorisation will be stopped immediately the monetary 
ceiling allocated lor this purpose is reached. 

(18) Applications may be made to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, 
New Delhi, on an immediate basis and not later than the 21st June, 1962. Ap¬ 
plications received after this date are liable to be rejected without reference to 
the applicants.

Special Provision.; 

1, Quantity and Commodity.—Approximately 1,260 metric tons of unmanufac¬ 
tured tobacco from 1961 and prior crop years. 

2. Contracting.—Only contracts entered into between importers and supllera 
on or after 7 calendar days after the date of issuance of this Authorization and 
on or before November 30, 1982, will be eligible for financing hereunder. The 
Government of India shall instruct its importers to contract in accordance with 
the Regulations, the Provisions of this Authorization, and the following: 

(a) Sale and final settlement shall he based on a Tobacco Examination 

Report (Form FAS 480-C) issued following examination at port of 
loading to vessel by the Tobacco Division, ASCS, USDA. The 
Tobacco Division, ASCS, will appraise the characteristics and quality 
of the tobacco by examiniM a representative number of hogsheads 
in each shipment. Copy of Forms FAS 4B0-C will be furnished by the 
supplier by the Tobacco Division, ASCS. 

(b) Any cost involved in the examination of the tobacco will be for the 

account of the supplier. 

(c) The unmanufactured tobacco shall not include cigar cuttings, scrap 

siftings, stem (unless included as a part of unstemmed leaf), trim¬ 
mings, and homogenized leaf. 

(d) Purchases under this Authorization may be made through negotiation 

with a supplier or suppliers of the i^orter's choice, or by request¬ 
ing the submission of competitive oners. If competitive offers are 
requested, the importer requests shall not limit the right to submit 
offers to any specified group or class of suppliers, but shall permit 
submission of offers by any supplier qualified under Section U.4(c5- 
(2) of the Title I, Public Law 480 Regulations. 

(e) Immediately after execution, the supplier shall furnish a copy of the 

contract to the Director, Tobacco Division. Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service, United States Department of Agriculture, 
Washington 25, D.C. At least ten days prior to exportation, the 
supplier musrt notify the Director, Tobacco Division, ASCS, United 
States Department of Agriculture, Washington 25, D.C., the date and 
port of each delivery of tobacco under this Authorization. 
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(f) The supplier shall state in Block 21 of CCC Form 329 either: “I am an 

affiliate of the importer”, or “I am not an affiliate of the importer”. 

(g) Where an agency or corporation owned or controlled by the Govern¬ 

ment of the importing country is acting as supplier, CCC financing 
of commodity shall not be in excess of tho initial cost to such agency 
for acquisition from U.S. sources, plus any cost of transportation to 
point of loading to vessel which is not included in the initial cost to 
such agency. 

(h) No commisaion paid or to be paid to any agency or corporatiop owned 

or controlled by the Government of the Importing country will be 
eligible for financing, whether Included in the price of the commo¬ 
dity, or separately stated. 

(i) In the event CCC is unable to ascertain the prevailing range of export 

market prices for the commodity at the time of sale and place of 
delivery, as provided for the Section 11.11 of tho Title I, Public Law 
480 Regulations, CCC will determine a maximum export market 
price for the commodity at the time of sale and place of delivery 
on the basis of available market information for other commodity 
descriptiqps, packaginga, locations, and dates, applying market 
differentials and such other factors as would be reflected in the 
export market price at the time of sale and place of delivery, taking 
into account CCC export sales prices whore appropriate. 

9. Delivery. —^To importer, f.a.s, vessel, U.S. port(s). Shipments from U.S. 
port(s) may be made on or after 7 calendar days after date of issuance of this 
Authorization, but not later than December 31, 1962. 

4. Docmnentatloit.—In addition to the documentation required in the Hegula- 
tions, the following: 

(a) The signed original of Examination Report, FAS Form 480-C. 

(b) The invoice shall contain the following certification signed by the 

supplier: 

"The undersigned hereby certifies that the unmanufactured tobacxo re¬ 
presented on this invoice docs not contain cigar cuttings, siftings, 
stems (unless included as a part of unstemmed leaf), trimmings. 
Or homogenized leaf.” 

(c) The aupplier must present documentation required by CCC to the U.S. 

Bank’for immediate payment, or for acceptance of a time draft. No 
transaction under a letter of credit which provides for deferred pre¬ 
sentation of documentation required by CCC shall be eligible for 
financing. 

5 . Deposit of Local Currency. —The amount of Indian rupees to be denosited 
bv the Government of India with the United States Disbursing Ofllcer, United 
States Embassy, New Delhi. India, shall be equivalent to the dollar sales value 
of the commodity financed by the Government of the United States, converted 
Into In^an rupees at the rate for dollar exchange applicable to commerical im¬ 
port transactions on the date of dollar disbursements. Deposits shall bo made in 
accordance with Section J1.4fd)(10) of the Regulations. The documentation to 
be furnished to the United States Disbursing Officer for each deposit shall be In 
duplicate. 

6 . Ocean Transportation,—Unless otherwise authorized bv the Director, Trans- 
Dortation Services Division. Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation Service. 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, Washington 25, D.C., at least 50 percent of the 
tonnage of the commodity Purchase's hereunder will be required to be shipped 
on nrlvately owned Unit^ States flag-vessels in accordance with the Provisions 
of Public law 664, 83rd Congress. Advance aporoval of charters and bookings 
must be obtained. This may be done by telephone (DUdlev 9-4314 or DUdlev 
8.4315) or telegram, provided CCC Form 105 confirming the information supplied 
by telephone or telegram is furnished promptly, CCC Form 108, “Advice of Vessel 
Anproval”, will be issued by USLA for each vessel approved and will indicate 
whether or not the cost of ocean transportation will bo financed by CCC, and 
whether or not notice of arrival will be required as a condition of payment 
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If the CCC Form 106'2 indicates that the cost of ocean transportation will be 
financed by CCC, the Government of India may obtain reimbursement for such 
ocean transportation cost under Ocean Transportation Authorization No. 39'67* 
OT.

1. GENERAL: 


(a) For imports under this programme the sub-authorisation will be issued in 
duplicate, one for customs and the other lor the rupee payments. 

(b) The sub-authorisation is not transferable except with the permission of 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports or a person duly authorised by him. 

(c) Any unauthorised alteration or erasure in this permit shall render it null 
and void. 


(d) No remittance of foreign exchange is to be made against the sub-autho¬ 
risation except to the extent specified In para 2(e)(ii) below but the importer is 
required to deposit the Rupees as speciflod in the notice. 

(e) The Chief Controller of Imports and Exports may supplement, modify or 
revoke the sub-authorisation at any time under special consideration. 

2. CONTRACT WITH SUPPLIERS (EXPORTERS): 


(a) The contract shall be entered Into only during the period specified in the 
sub-authorisation. 

(b) The shipment shall take place during the period specified in the sub- 
authorisation. 


<c) The importer should inform the supplier as well as the carrier concerned 
that the 'transactions will be financed in terms of the Agricultural Commodities 
Agreement between the Government of the United States and the Government 
of India signed under the United States, Public Law 480. The Importer, the 
supplier and the carrier must strictly follow the Regulations governing the 
financing of surplus Agricultural Commodities for Foreign Currencies issu^ by 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture. The importer should also intimate to the 
supplier/carrier of the Purchase Authorisation Nos. 39—67 and 30—67-OT and 
instruct them of the special provisions for carrying out the transactions. 

(d) Within a fortnight of the expiry of the contracting period mentioned in 
the sub-authorisation, toe importer shall report to the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports, Ministry of Commerce and Industry, New Delhi, the total value of 
the goods contracted for, mentioning the S. No. of the sub-authorisation. If no 
report is received by the due date, It will be presumed that no contract has been, 
entered into and the sub-authorisation shall he treated as cancelled. 


(e) The importer must advice the supplier that at least 60 per cent of the 
tonnage of the commodity purchased hereunder must be shipped on a privately 
owned United States Flag Commercial Vessels.
